tionalist gunboat Tampico was sunk 
today by the federal gunboat Guerrero 
in twenty-two fathoms of 'water, leav- 
ing the Guerrero the sole' surviving 
warship representing either faction on 
the west coast of Mexico. The battle 
began at 8:20 a. m. and lasted until 
noon. 


The rebel loss was ten killed and 


ten wounded. The federals, none. In 
despair at the outcome, Captain JVIal- 
pice and his 
chief 
engineer, after 


fighting with great bravery • against 
heavy odds, committed suicide.

Washington, June 17.—The Huerta 


guntooat Guerrero defeated and prob- 
ably sunk the constitutionalist gun- 
iboat Tampico near iMazatlan, accord- 
ing to a report today from Rear Ad- 
miral Howard. The captain and chief 
engineer of the Tampico committed 
suicide. 


The naval battle was witnessed by 


the United States ships "New Orleans, 
Perry and Preble, No details 
were 


reported. 


A long dispatch was received at the 


White House from the American del- 
egates at the 
Niagara 
'conference, 


which, officials said, did not change 
the situation. 
,. 


Beyond expressing the .view that 


there was hope of the ultimate success 
of the mediation, officials, did not 
comment on the situation. Both the 
•war and state department, and the 
White House disclaimed having any 
official information on the reported 
break between Carranza,and Villa. 


The engagement took place last 


night off Topolobampo, and 
word 


came to the navy department early to- 
day. 
Some of the crew of the Tam- 


pico were rescued by the New Orleans 
(Which had accompanied the Guerrero 
southward yesterday. 
Others were 


rescued by .the Guerrero. The sur- 
geon- of the New Orleans gavo aid to 
the wounded and assisted in the care 


ating with the staff of the federal 
gunboat. 


The report that the Tampico1 was 


sunk had not been verified but it was 
certain she was badly disabled. This 
is the second time the constitutional- 
ist warship has suffered at the hands 
of the federal navy. The Tampico 
was sunk on June 11 and only yester- 
day was repaired so that she could 
move under steam. 


The Guerrero is nearly twice the 


size of the Tampico and her ordnance 
is at least fifty per cent more power- 
ful. 
Both vessels were designed as 


combination gunboats and as trans- 
ports to meet the peculiar needs of 
Mexican service and were able to car- 
ry about 500 men in the case of the 
Guerrero and 250 on the Tampico. 


Jt is believed by staff, officers here 


that the victorious Guerrero, now 
that she has destroyed the .principal 
naval strength on thft west coast, will 
be able to greatly interfere with, the 
siege operations against 
iMazatlan 


and even as far north as Guayrnas. '

act eaclr of .the twelve federal reserve 
banks w,ill receiye-advauces from the, 
federal reserve board in the form of 
federal reserve, notes, a distinctly 
new sort- of paper money. Commer- 
cial paper" will be the collateral ad-, 
vanced by the various banks as se- 
curity for these notes. 


Comptroller of the Currency Wil- 


liams has samples of tins new paper 
money now under consideration. At 
his request, Joseph E. Ralph, direct- 
or of the bureau of engraving and 
printing, prepared notes of §5, $10, 
?20, 
$50 and ?100 denominations, 


and these have been submitted to 
Secretary McAdoo. It is not likely, 
however, that the Samples will be of- 
ficially accepted until the members 
of the federal reserve board 
have 


been confirmed by th3 senate and 
can confer with Secietary McAdoo 
and Comptroller Williams concern- 
ing the new notes. 


At present no official of the treas- 


ury department is able to make any 
estiinate of the amouni of federal re- 
serve notes which wil probably be 
put into circulation this year.
